I. Legislative Evaluation and Accountability Program Committee budget proviso:

“ … LEAP Committee, in consultation with the Economic and Revenue Forecast Council, establish and 
maintain a set of economic indicators that could be used for adjusting the statewide salary schedule by a 

regional cost-of-living index.  The economic indicators to be included in the index include the median cost 
of housing.” 

… the cost-of-living indexes for geographic areas of the state coterminous with the boundaries of the nine 
educational service districts …” 

 

II. Measures of annual housing costs by educational service district:
Used housing data by school district from the Office of Financial Management (OFM) study done 
in 2000.

Reviewed both median and average annual costs by district and by ESD.

Reviewed results with OFM, Economic and Revenue Forecast Council, LEAP Committee.

Great variations between and within ESD’s. ESD’s too large an area, difficult to defend index at 
this level.

III. Different approaches for creating and measuring cost-of-living indexes:
Florida:

67 local school districts; the annual price level index is averaged over a 3 year period; used in 
formula for distribution of funds to local school districts; adjusted to reflect personnel costs only;
data sources include the Department of Revenue, local assessors values, telephone surveys
conducted by the University of Florida for non-housing market basket categories.

Colorado:
178 school districts; contracts out every two years for cost-of-living analysis; district funding
based in part on the cost-of-living factor; cost-of-living factor includes cost of housing; 
transportation, taxes, goods and services for regions in which the districts are located; 
mythology used and items measured may change from prior analysis; cost of study estimated-
at $125-$130K, not including separate shopping pattern survey or separate housing prices
analysis.

IV. Recommend Approach:

Provide supplemental budget funding to OFM for the purchase of housing data by school district 
and fund a full time staff position in the OFM Forecasting Division to create an index which 
initially includes only the housing component; estimated 18 month cost $165,000.

Comparison of Florida and Colorado School District Cost-of-Living Studies 
 
Similarities: 
 

 Both studies use “market basket” surveys to determine relative prices of specific 
items in each school district (see tables for specific items) 

 Both studies are used to determine general state funding for school districts - not 
to adjust salaries specifically 

 Both studies are used to adjust expenditures though formulas which do not fully 
reflect the differences in relative prices (e.g. a district with a cost-of-living index 
15% higher than average will not necessarily get 15% more funding that average, 
all other things being equal) 

 Both studies are meant to be “snapshots” of price differences at a specific time, 
not a record of how prices in a district have changed over time 

 
Differences:  
 

 Florida’s study is done by University of Florida; Colorado’s is contracted out to 
private companies with the exception of housing prices, which are supplied by the 
state Legislative Council 

 Florida’s housing index measures costs associated with both owning a home and 
renting; Colorado’s only includes homeowners’ costs 

 Colorado’s market basket includes considerably more items than Florida’s 
 Prices on most consumer goods and some services are collected in person in the 

Colorado study (contracted company must visit each district); Florida relies on 
phone and Internet to collect prices 

 Colorado study makes use of shopping pattern survey (conducted separately) 
which indicates where district residents actually shop; Florida’s does not
